of the Spirir of Grace, that ſets free from Sin and Death, Burt of this 
Law thou art not learned, nor of him that was made under the 
Law, that art uling the Apoſtles words ſpoken of the Law in the 
Letter, 'to oppoſe the Law of the Spirit : but who are come to the 
Law of the Spirit, know freedom, and that heis Chriſt that ſers 
free; and ſuch thou ſhale never turn backward, who by believing 
in the Light have found Salvation, and know, that he which ſaves © 
Zeſus, and by his Powerhath freedom in Righteouſneſs fromall that 
has or would oppreſs the holy Seed : and this 1s the Son that bath 
. ſet free; eventbeChriſt of God. Andthy rongue confeſſes, that 
the Believers in the Ligbt, and they only bave attained freedom in» 
deed; and cannot be entangled with the cunning deceits of men. 
And for theſe thy following words (page 8.} now char Chriſt is 
Light, who « he that denies; but that Chriſt is the Light of Conſcience, 
who's he that will not deny, (fayelt thou.) Indeed R, thou doſt in 
this manifeſt what thou arra battering'& breaking, thy own works, 
- Joc Truth is out of thy reach: for didſt chou ever all thy time thou 
wert 
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wert in Priſon, orelſewhere with us, ever hear any preach up, (or 


' write) the Light of Conſcience? It ſeems thou are both deaf and 


blind, and fo art co remain till by obedience co the Light (thou in. 
vents againſt) thou comeſt co be for the Light that we believe, teſti- 
fieof, and call ro, is Everlaſting, and none in thy comprehending 
nature knows the power and glory thereof: and ſo ſuch as thou 
baſt thou bringſt forth; and having a Lump of thy own framing, a 
formed light, created light,or light of @ Conſcience that may be defiled, 
and ſets this up, wouldſt make people believe thy Image were our 
God: and ſo falls a beating thy own image, crying, who will not 
deny. I anſwer, all who believe in that crue Light deny all and every 
of thy imaginations, to be Chriſt ; and from the knowledg of the 
crue Chriſt, are all Image- makers ſhut out. 

Yet another. Chriſt chen he that dyed at Ferzſaley: didſt thou ne- 
ver hear the Children of Lighe declare,'or ceſtifie of 0zto, and he 
ts not divided, he and his Light is one: and thou confeſſeſi he is a 
Light, and yet not in the Conſcience. 

But Darkneſs cannot comprehend Light ; and as for the re- 
mainer of thy eighth page, and the greateſt part of cy nineth page, 
being bur a repetition of ſome of }. B's dark fayings,lor writings of 
that Hiſtory of Scriptu:e, formerly being taken notice of 3 with 
ſome like Logick, as thou haſt before mentioned I ſhall paſs 3 bur 
in the latter end of thy or}. page, thou thus concluds 3; now having 
thus Demonſtration from "e>:ipture of the aſcenſion of the body of our Lord 
Zeſws ;, and this (thou ſay<!t) may judg them that wonld have Chriſt all 
Spirit and no Boay: Totbis I cannot but anſwer, who they are thar 
deny Chriſt's Body or Aſcenſion, (as in Scripture ir is declared) I 
know not; for all that confeſs :o the Light in Conſcience teltifie 
therero ; but thou mayſt well miſiake others NoArine thar ſo-forgets 
thy. own ! as to ſay, now having this demonſirateqd from Scrip- 
ture of the Aſcenſion of the Body of our Lord, when there is not a 
word brought by thee (in a page or two before) of Scripture to 
prove it 3 but that he Aſcended into Glory, and. we in the Faith 
know it 3 but for thy ſo Routly affirming by Scriptures , thar thou 
haſt no Scripture for, it will «pear unto all that have an eye 
to ſee but as Sorcery 3, even as Fa#nttand 7ambres withſtood Moſes, 
fo thou withſtanas the Truth: and Whofe who through negligence 
to attend, or diſobedience to the Light have been overtaken with

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the Nighe, have or may ſtumble at thy work of Darkneſs : yet 
who have learned of the Light, che Truth, as iris in Jeſus, thou 
canft not turn aſidg;” For. what hs ner of blind ſinff doeft thou 


bring forth, as chough thou wouldft rake People believe thou 


haſt Scripture, again(t thoſe that confeſs to the Light in Con- 
' ſcience, but canſt bring none againſt them, and fo brings for'them 3 
and, confeſſes the birtb of ther opinion is from the firſt” of John : 
ſo thou confeſleſt they .to whom thou oppoſeſt have Scriptiife to 


prove; but thou art fo far from having any to provethy words and 
imaginations, that thong wouldſt if thou knew't how deny the 


Scripture, that chou mighreſt hide Light and Truth, dy thy ima» 
Sinations, thou ſets up a fiRion, and accuſes us of it; for ſayeſt 
thou,, where i854 ſaid of Chriſt, not of Light of Conſcience: I would 
thou wertſo honelt as to ſpeak true words, and then thou would 
confeſs, that though for years thou haſt watched for evil againſt 
us, thou never heardſt any amongſt the Children of Light, bur 
declare, what is ſpokenin the firſt of Joh» was ſpoke of Chriſt, and 
char by his Qwn Light and Spirit was he to be learned, as ſays the 
Scripture, 4 man ſent of God to bear Teſtimony to vhe Light ; did he beat 
Teſtimony toan other then Chriſt ? no,allthat have been,or areſent 
of him teſtifie of the Light; bur they that run and are not ſent, ſtrive 
againſt it, as thou doeſt, and bring the Scripture thar ſayes,the Life of 
Chriſt is the Light of mey, and be it is that inlightneth every man that 
comes into the Worldzand that the Scriptures are true,nont contends with 
15 about thaty, but that we underſtand not onr own Dotirint,antl thence ſet 
up a fit ion of our own invention; doeſt thou think thy denying to con» 
tend with us about the, Scriptures, when all that can fee do ſee 
thou doeſt contend, will make any believe thy accuſation that we 
do not underſtand our own Do&trine, and ſo ſet up a fition? why 
baſt not thou with thy great underſtanding, chac ſeems fo: wiſe irt 
thy own eyes, as to gainſay the Truth that is received and believed 
by thouſands , come forth, and tell where this Light teſtified of by 
the Apoſtle is, if not in the Conſcience? for thy fancy is contrary 
to the Apoſtle, that appealed to. that of God in every mans Conſcience, 
and to that was manifeſt : but, where the conſcience is ſeared, they 
ſee nor, nor feel not, and betagour of che Truth, which is no where 
ro be found, bur where God-requires'it, in the inner parts 3; and 
who are gone out to ſeek it abroad, whiatever they may gi of 
. their

their own Doarines,. know nothing ofthe Truth ; but are found 
contenders againſt it, and againſt the Scriptures z which teſtifie of 
bim chat is the Chrift of God, zo be in the Heart and in the Month ; 
that he dwels in Light 3 and thou haſt confeſſed in chy words, though 
in darkneſs, not knowing what thou ſayeſt: that in Conſcience i 
Gods Habiration 3. yetart contending that any ſhould preach Chrilt 
the Light in zbe Conſciences is he not in hjs dwelling place, * does 
not the Scripture ſay, God awels in Light, and that God is in Chrif, 
and that he will gather all things unto him? and s not Chriſt the Reft, 
snto which all thct the Father hath given him muſt be gathered into 
him and be in him? as faith Chriſ}, is thers, and thow in me: S0 
thou haſt proved Chriſt the Light in the. Conſcience, when thou 
goeſt about to diſprove it, conteſſing the Light in the Conſcience 
the Principle of Chriſt, and his own Habitation, and they his 
whom the Father. gives him : and Chriſt ſaid, 1 in them, ſo the 
Scriptures proye,,that according to Scripture thou atreſt nor, but 
contrary therero,  thatfayeſt, God hath made a formed Light for 4 
Habitation of -mans Reſh, Page 7. What new opinion are thou 
a crying up, that art ſettung up another reſt for Gods people 
then Chriſt? what woulaft thou have them reſt in ? @ formed Light 
(/ajeſt thax) God is Light faiththe Scripture, byr no where that he 
was formed chat gave form_apdbeing roall :/ and another Lighe 
then that which gives Salvation dig not the people of God ever 
ſeek, or find to be a Reſt, but bethac ſaves from fin, and hx Name 
# Feſus, and in him thouſands are come to know ſure Salvation by 
the Light made manifeſt in Conſcience, and are kepr thereby, 
that they could no more believe thy formed dee nor Doftrine

thereof, then inthe Papiſts Enchariſh, which indeed are both Idols, 
formed in one ground, and the Scripture plentifully ceſtifies againſt 
you bath ; yer the Papiſt in. their carnal underſtanding have a 
Scripture for their Idols 3 but where canſt thou get any word to 
make a cover for thy Image ; that ſayeſt, 7 give you to know, that 
the Light in Conſcience is but the ſpirit of the humane Soul, and is 
creaturely ® what Scripture baſt rhou for the ground of rby Opini- 
. on? Soall that love the Light ſee thy ground, is.not from Scripture; 
there not being a ward from the firſt of Genefis, to the laſt of the 
Revelation for this thy new DoRtrines, for a formed light, made into 
a habitation for mans Reſt, and the Light of the Conſcience, but the 

Spirit 
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ſpirit of the humane nature : And ſo thou that inthy Title fayeſt, 
thou wonldſt atteſt by Scripture, art teaching new DoQrine, that 
thou haft no word in the Scripture for. 

Bat to proceed, in page to. thou ſayeſt, our DoQrine is this, 
That which makes manifeſt i Light, and the Light is Chriſt : and haſt 
not thou in theſe words manifeſted thy ſelf co be a Contender againſt 
Scripture, as well as againſt us that in che Spirit thar gave forth 
the Scripture witneſs , and therefore co us doth ic witneſs: for are 
not thoſe very words (as thou fayeſt we ſay) the words of the 
Apoſtle, that it is Light: that manifeſts ? ſo faith Chriſt, 7 am the 
Ligbt: ſothou contends with the People of the Lord, for ſxying 
as the Apoſtle and Chrift ſays. Then thou goeſt on ro ask three 
Queſtions : Firſt, #/4s the Light in mans Conſcience that perſonal ap- 
pearance that John bore witneſs ro. (Second, Was the Light 5n m1ans 
Conſcience that word of God that was God, by which all things were 
made that were made.) Third, Has the Light in Conſcience perſonals 


ly, to be ſeen by the firmental eye, to be felt with the ourward hand. And-. 


from theſe thy own words, thou draweſt 8 concluſion, that 5f the 
Light of Conſcience be not to be underſtood is theſe capcities, our Do- 
frine #5 falſe : Though thou haſt broughe no morereaſon to prove ir, 
then if thou badſt ſaid, I woxld have ir ſo; for as to the Apoſiles 
words we teſtifie, and bave learnedin that Spirit, which the carnal 
man could never diſcern, northe things thereof ; but the Apoſtle 
anſwers bimſelf, and'bath declared, of whom be ceſtified, by whom 
all things were made 5 ard that this was the true Light, that enhght- 
weth every max that cometh into rhe Worlds and it was the briſt of 
God which he bore Teſtimony to 3 ſo inſtead of proving u: ;:. error 
' thar confeſs Chriſt the Lighe 'in every Conſcience, thon bringit chy 
ſelf under the Plagues threatned for adding to the Scriptures : For 


where did ever tbe Apoſtle, 'in that place, or any other, ſpeak of 


per ſonal ard firmental, asthoa doſt, and conclude all falſe that are 

not of thy mind ? And to anſwer thee further, the Apoſtle did 

preach and teſtifie of Cbriſt, and as he taught him, fo.is he learned in 

Light or. Spirit,” is not this inthe Conſcience ? How wouldſt thou 
have Chriſt Stz,felt and handled? how i C hrift with his people to the end 
of the World,according to his Promiſe? and bow 5s be in them that was 

withthem ? Is it to be ſeen firmental, as thou calleit ? though no 

other did the Apoltle teſtifie of, then he that became fleſh, and 
| dwelc 
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dwelcamongſt us: yet ns more did they know him after the Fleſh, 
but after the Spirit : but thou, and ſuch as thou, who in your 
carnal minds would comprehend ſpiritual things, bring forth your 
carnal apprehenſions, and having no knowledg but what you have 
ſenſually, know neither Chriſt's Fleſh nor glorious Body, but chat 
which could be pierced, wounded and crucified, all Image-makers 
are {till oppreſſing 3 for he is ill flayn in ſpiritual Fgype where 
thou art: and chough thou knowelt, we, thar thou ſeemelt co ſtrike 
at, did anddo confeſs to him, and no other, chat made a good con- 
feſſion before Pare, of whom Fohn bear witneſs to be the Light of 
the Werld ; and this is true, and they are found Liars before God, 
that would ſet up any ching co be believed in, but he chat in Spi- 
rit is revcaled - for thouſsnds of thoſe that ſaw his perſonal ap- 
pearance at fersſalem knew him not to be the Chriſt, nay, by 
Spiri: :tien was he to belearned, as thou mey read, where Peter 
confeſſech him, aad Chriit faich, Fleſ> and Blood hath not revealed 
this to rhee, but the Sp:rit of my Father, and againſt this art chou 
fightiog, and choſe thac are lead thereby z for by Light and Spiric 
have we learned Chriſt, and ſo teach him; and this is he which 
is teſtifie' of, rthar is che Erernal Gift of God, and he that is ſenc 
of God, whom to krow is Eternal Life; but of this are they all ig- 
noran: that call che Light in Conſcience @ formed thing, and the Spirit 
of the bumane earthly Soml, but their ignorance of the great Power 
of God is not to he marvelled at, that ſays, The Light and Spirit is 
of the humane earthly ſoul, and ſo would make all believe, that the 
ſou!s of men and women were no other then che Dogs, or Cats, and 
Beaſts that muſ; periſh, for what is of the Farth muſh tothe Earth : 
haſt thou not read,God breathed into man,ana he became aliving Soul? 
and thou calleſt this Human or Earthly ; needs then muſt they 
ſtumble and fall, that walk in the dark, as chou: ard all do that would 
comprehend che Light to diſpute again:iz but over thee, and all vain 
Image-maners it ſhall riſe, chat wich your dark I:nages and inventi- 
ons have filied che World with Idolatry, Profainneſs and Athiſm , 
and what doQrine more then thine doth it ? that preacheſt the Soul 
Human and Creaturely and the Light formed of it, 10 neither Soul nor 
Light Immortal & Erernal, bu: of che Earchza beaſtly doRcine,which 
hath manifeſted 'the Teacher ro know no:hing bu: what he knows 
ſenſually ;; yer thou goelſt on repeating what Chriſt did and ſuffered, 
C when 
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when manifeſt ut 7ernſalem, and then ſayeſt, this maniſefts Chriſt # 
Formative, and not a Defyſive Principle 5 this, like thy former ftuff, 
which chou haſt got in thy dark mind, & ſo in dark words expreſſeft 
it; whac manner of Chriſt thou wouldſt have people believe in, all 
in the Light fee, bur the Chriſt of God is he tbac filterh all things, 
a5 the Scripttresteftifte : And then thou goeft on ro confeſs,c:hat the 
Light of conſcience was jn the Apoſtles, and by this Pecer confeſſed 
Chriſt to be the Son of God : How bath Satan blinded thee, that loves 
darkneſs berter then Light ! chat thou ſhouldſt bring chis Scripture, 
thar ca!leſt the Light che Spirit of the human Seul;, and Chriſt ſaith 
the Spirit of the Father revealed it in Peter: and was not, and is not 
Chrtft in the Father 2 ſo whatever thou haſt denied, thou haſt now 
proved Father, Spirit and Son the Light in the Conſcience 3 ſor they 
were never divided: or elſe thou muſt hold after thy former dark 
doftrine, the Father and the Spirit are b«t the Spirit of the human 
Soxl : thus ſhall all they be ſnarcd tbat invent againſt the Truth,

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darkneſs ! Doth he fill all chings, yet not the Conſcience ? or haſt 
thou ſo- long ſtrove againſt che Light in Conſcience, that' thou zc- 
counteſt Conſcience nothing? forif any thing, then thou proveft 
heis init; for he filis all'things : and doth he fill with darkneſs, or 
with Light ? for thy foliowving words int latter end of chy 11th 
page, area falſe Accuſation, in ſaying, #e make that Body that did 
the Fathers Will, by whum we are ſaved, ro be extinguiſhed, and 4s to any 
Sabſtance vaniſhed away as ſmoke.

Bedy of our Lord was hamane ; and when thou haſt gone on as 
well as thou canit to prove the firft Adaw and Chriſt one; then 
thou goeſt to make a difference, for thus man, of whom we ſpeak, is 
ot the made Image of God, as ws Adam, ſayeſt thou, but the expreſs 
Image of the Fathers Perſon : ſo having ſpoken of things tht.ou under- 
ſtands- not 3 thou brings a Scripture that thou imagineſt would 
prove it, by which chou proveſt thy own ignorance, both of the day, 
and che Scripture,that thin art my beloved Son this day have I begotten 
thee, which was(fayeſi thou) when the holy Ghoſt overſhadowed Mary :

Bur thou ſayeſt in another place, Chriſt ts nor defuſive, that is 1 
contels, a word thar is neither Scripture, nor the Spirits Language : 
but if hou meaneſt, he is not within his people, how doth this Scrip-

brought no Scripture, but badſt delivered thy ZofAtrine againſt 
Cbriſt a Light in the Conſcience, and hidii brough: thy Teacher 
] B. to have proved jt : for ſo contrary to Serip:ure art thou, thar 
in thy very following words, Page 12. where Chriſt ſaith, F am 
comea Light, thou ſayeſt, Tox have it Clear, and out of doubt, who 
wt is that i the Saviour, and the Lord Chriſt, 16: the Light in Conſet- 
ence,but he that dirdand roſe again, & this thou wouldlt ſeem to prove 
by the former words, where Chriſt ſaich, I am come @ Light snto the 
World, and if 1 had not come you had nit had ji» : fo that all whoſe 
eyes arenot dark ſee thy weakneſs, and thac che Scriptures are for 
us thar love the Lord Chriſt, of whom the Scriptures declare, that 
ſay, beis a Light, and this has enlightened every man and yet thou 
art offended at thoſe that ſay he is in ii:e Conſcience, though thou 
ſfayeſt Gods Babitation is chere : buc the .izht, againſt which thou 
{triveſt, will wear cut and deſtroy all thy vain :maginations, for it 


iseverlalting, and from Heaven, and mult prevail over thy hymare - 


earthly Image; yet that man Chriſt Jeſus, all chat learn of che Lighe 
in the Conſcience know and confeſs unto; and his Fleſh is Meat 
indeed, ard bis Blood is Drink indeed; ard the World one day 
ſhall be judged by him ; bur this thou, nor none that are in the 
Night, ftriving againſt che Light, know or believe: ſo as a Thief 
in the night wili he come on all ſuch.

the wiſe in hcarc can ſee, who bave learned in tbe the Light thar 
hath viſited us from above, what the order of Melchiſedech is, no fa- 
ther, zo mother, no beginning of aayes, nor end of Life, who lives for- 
ever 10 make interceſſion ſor all that cones to od by him : an this is 
the Chriſt of God, that thou, a*d all che Defpiſers and Reſiſters of 
the Light are ignorant of, 2nd io come 1i0t ca God by him that is 
wichout begianing of dayes or end of life; but in the carnal 
comprehenſion would meaſure Feaven!y things, and fo gas. 
ort 
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forth earthly imaginations, and by this would come to God, by your 
own deviltngs, as Babels Builders of old ; Theeves, and Robbers, 
that leave the Door,and for ſuch heenterceeds not ; but for all that 
comes by him that is without beginning of dayes or end of life, he 
lives to make interceflion, even for all that in Truth and Spirir 
Worſhip, and by the Spirit of Truth are lead into all Truths ſuch 
that have abiding in, and teſtite of thar, are come to the myſtery of 
Faith held in the pure Conſcience: but this the Image-makers are 
ignorant of, as thou that wouldſt ſer up an #:vented Light of the bu- 
mane Seul, for a Habitation of Reſt for Ged, and thoſe that God hath 

iven to Chbrift; in which thou hait bewrayed thy own ignorance 
of the Reſt of God, and his people, which the obedient and profiting 
ſervants enter into,even the joy of the Maſter,cven the Glory of tbe 
Facher,which was before the world wasz& this is not from the Earrh, 
nor of the Earth, but before the Earth was: and ſo the Light & Spirir 
of the human Soul that thou ſerteſt mp, as created ro be a Habitation for 
God,axd thoſe that God will give to Chrift will be thine, & thy diſciples 


barthens, in the day that'you willmoſt ſtand in need of Reſt; bur 


to proceed, thou goeſt on with thy own words, and ſome Scriptures 
that may eaſily, by all chat can ſee, core overthy darkneſs, and is 
as though thy ſelf hadft had a glimring of thy own darkneſs, and 
wert afraid of the blowes or ſmitings due to thee, and fo to fave

then he that was conceived by the holy Ghoſt in the Virgins 
womb, and brought forth in the fulneſs of time, asit was prophe- 
fied of, and was carryed into Egype to be ſaved from Herod, that 
pretended to worſhip, bat went to murder the Child Jew : This 
was he that made a good confeſfion before Pilate, and was ſlain by 
wicked hands, but it was impoſſible that Death ſhould keep him 
under, ſo he roſe and declared unto the woman that was a witneſs of 
his RefurreQion that he aſcended, and gave her command to 
declare to others3 and ſo whatever the Scriptures, that were 
given forth by the holy Spirit declare of Chriſt Jeſus, bis body, 
his Suffering, and Rifing, and his Afcenfion, we believez and he 
i aſcended far above all Heavens that be may fill all things 3 who 
wasand is the everlaſting God, the mighty Counſeller, the Prince of 
Peace 3 yet this I nor any ever knew favingly (whatever we 
have heard or read of it) but asir came to be revealed in us by his 
own Spirit, which was the promiſe of the Father, of the Son, 
that were and #re one forever ; and (though R. C. blaſpbemoul- 
ly denies ic) be pours forth his Spirit on his Sons, and on his Daugh- 
cers ; and this is the Covenant, that they fhon!d nor depart from 
hiw, bur be ranght of him; and this was it the Apoſtles ſpake of, 
That a meaſure was given to profit withal, and more we know noc 


of God, nor Chriſt, chen of ehis we learn ; and as we receive 


thereof, we give to others, and all that believe therein find gow 


thereby, and are brought into the plain Way, and feel —_ 
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Redemption thereby, and Feſus with them, that ſaves frow fn, and 
ſo can no longer worſhip Idols, and ſo all Image-makers come co be 
tormented, from him char fits at Rowe, to theleaſt of all che Harlots 
brood ; for of her they are, and in her ſorceries, that imagine 
and ſers up any thing to be looked to or truſted in for Life and
